SCIENCE IS DEFINED

Joslnh rtoyco, I'h. D., I..T,. D.i professor
of phlloFophy In Jlarvnrd I'niveislty, de-
llVored last night tho first lecturo in tho
twenty-flfth ccui'bc of tho .Thonias Mu-
»ettm fouiKlatloii.
A brllllant audlence filled tho college

chapel.
Professor Itoyco Is poprlbly the best

known- of tho teachers of phllosophy ln
Anierlea, and thero was Just eHgorness
to hear, Vn the throng last nlght one
could seo inlnlsters, lawycrs, physlclans,
biuikers nnd othor buslness mOn, hiit
most marked was tho ntf-ndnnce of teach¬
ers who came from tho numerous cdli-
ca.tlonal Instltutlons of tho. clty to hear
thls great teacher from "Dean of Ainerl¬
can Unlversltles."
President Bontwrlght prcsldod. In open-

lng romnrks ho grauofttlly referrcd to tho
splendid seeslon whlch the college had
thls your entcr«>d upon, ln the onlarged
attendanco and tho fino splrlt of tho
itudoulF, and then presented Professor
Wllllam II. Whltsltt. of tho chnlr of
j-ihllnsophy in Riehmond College, who
Introduced In most effectlvc manner tho
dlstlngulshed leettiror.
The general thomo for tho couf.'e is

"Somo Fuadamontal Conceptlons ot
i>clencc." Tho speclal stihjocl for tho
evenlng was ""Tho Ordorly Arrangcmcnts
of Facts and fdeas; 'Series and Levels.' ",
Or. Royco statod that although hls sub-

Ject suggested thlngs diffleult and ah-
.truso, he would show how that thoy had
n direct relatlon to hunian llfe,
Tho attempt to arrange has es*er beon a

natural Impulsc, and philosophy has
fr-eiirched for evidenco of syslem.
Arintotlo found an ordorly arrangement
ln nature. Tho medern world of thought
spllt Into two divlslons, ono of whlch
sought to flnd tho unlverse merely me-
chanlrai. Tlils branch w,u moro ma-
terlallsts. The hunian mind abborrlng
dlfferenco, tried to cxplaln the world as
entlrely a creatlon of the mind. But
tlmo has taught modesly In all attempts
to cxplalD the plienomen of tho world.

Rely on Experiments.
The spenker stated that observatlon and

expcNment were our only sotirces ot
"knowledgc. By other means wo cannot
"know. Faitli and hope we may have,
but knowledgo comes in no other way.
Kaut reasoncd that human experlence ls
the only sourco of knowlodge, and tho
mind can'go no further. God Is an object
of falth, so Is not the mibjcrt of sclenco.
But the linportant questlon arlsest What

gcnulnc knowledgo can we havo from
thlngs outslde of themselves?
Thought and conduct are .elo*ely re-

latod: In sclcnce man 1s gtruggllog to
BSlri the mastery over his own experl¬
ence and results aro determlncd by the
way man Intcrprets hls own experlence.
V,"ith moro organs of sense thaa wc have,
for Instance, an organ to catch tho waves
in wlrolcsn telcgruphy, the world would
he transformed; wlthout any of those
wo bow, as, for Instance, tho eyes. we
could not get tho Idea of unlverse in its
vholeness. ,

Knowlodge Is galned then by the sensc.
llmlted by tho sense organs. It ls also
llmlted by one'ff 'klna' of thlnklng. Man
thlnks hls own way; cannot abandon hls
j-.olnt of vlew: tho world ls inade in part
by what we thlnk.

Dennes Science.
Sclenco Is tho effort to rcduce facts to

do. When the chlld learns to control lils
organs next ho beglns Is the redticlng
of experlence to of'der; ln time the man
refuses to order ttie laws of the siars,
the facts of geology. the hietory of man.
Ho Ihough brlngs a chnotlc world Into
order. Although tho world seems to have
jirlnciplos of order and nature mocts us

half way, apart from man all ls chaotle.
;thls Is a man's world.
The important questlon ls. What Is

"ordr"? St. Augustine onco said he
keriw whnt time was untll some ono
nsked hlm what It was, Order ls funda-
mental in scloncc, It ls famlllaj. a do'-
vncstlc concept;.It Is beautiful.

ln an ordcrly world thlngs aro O) ln
b'O.rles; they aro ln rclation and agrcc, or
(2) they are equal ln any polnt of vlew.
aro people and so are on somo lovel.
Series and levels, thon, are ncec33ary to
a dcflnltlon of order.

Science Classifies.
Sclenco classifies thlngs, but any such

classlflcatlon must bo artlficlal and Ideal
jis ihe world never comes to us In classes.
Only can wo divlde the world into c.lassos
hy effort of tho wlll. Classifleatlon is.
thcrefore. a tampcrlng with exporlcheb,
but a nseful one.
Order ls to put Into a series, as houses

in a strcot, books on a shelf; it bocomos
fruitful and practlcal as in mcnsuivmcnt
wliose frultfulncss' ln tho-'motlcrn Indus-
trJal world is marvclous.
Iu levels a thlng may have tho same

flow in one series as another In another
t-crlcs.
So'then series nnd lovel depend on re-

latlonship, tho holding of. two thlngs ln
tho mind togother. A king impllos sub-
ject. but kingship cetises. Is unthinkablo
when he becomes wlthout subjects.
But series dopends 011 khid of relutlon,

oh above and be'low, better and worse:
whllo levels mean,equality, slmllarlty to,
co thnt ln levels one thlng can ho sub-
Mltuted for the other.

, Mr. Mo'rris's Address.
lVesldent Morrls's admlrabie address

follows;
To the Menibers of Ihe Pollce Benevolent

Assoclatlon:
Oentlemen,.We have convened In an¬

nual meet'ng, nnd, aceordlng to your
laws, it |s my duty to present you willi
an aeeount Of the actlons of your. Board
of Dlrectors, coupled wlth such sugges-
lloris as muy sippeaf lo be preretlnent to
thc wlfnrc ot the hssocint'on.
Mnjor B. F. Hownrdv who hns been the

presldent slnce the Inoeptlon of tlie asso¬
olatlon, t»iidercd h's reslgnatlon ut the
July meeting of the board nnd I was
elected to siiccoed hlm. It was a matter
of profouml regret that clreumstances
had causefl >the, ;-*tlrement fhf Majcff
Howurd, und the bonrd appolnted a com¬
mittee )o droft siillnble resolutlons ex-
prcss'ng the sense of thc board on the
severencA of its ofTlclil relatlons wlth
that gentleman.

I acceptcd the ofllce wlth much re-
luctance. not because I w.is nnwllllng to
do anythlng In my power for the ad-
vanceraent of the great work wh'ch we
have undertaken, but-because I felt that
the honor should have been bestowed up¬
on soineone who could brlng to the dls-
chargo of his Important dutles a Hrger
cxpcriencc and more undlvided attention.

It Is Indee-d a mogt wortliy cause.
Taught from my enrl"est recollectten to
'earo for the nged and helplesf, I fccl
that we hnve a sacred duty to perform
and ln thls good work lh»re should !>e
no laggards. Wc must unltedly put forth
out best offrls to make his nssoclntlon a

blesslng to thoso who may ln tlmo reap
the bencflts of our labors.
Looklrtg at th's purpose from the vlew-

polnt, of n citizen. I reallze that wlthout
the nld of our fellow-members of thls
communlty. we can never expect to reach
thc most porfect success. For thls 's
communal work, your contrlbutlons alone
cun at best accompllsh but a small part
of what we deslre to do. Therefore I
charge you that It Is your duty to glve
to your clty the very best service ln
your power, for duy well done wlll call
forth not only thc eommendatlon of your
officers, but-the sympathy ond support of
tlio peoplo nt large.
Our cause should appeal"to all who bc-

lleve I t.hc upllftlg of nicn. When those
who, by reason of age or bodlly ailments,
are no longer able to d'scharge thetr
dutles, shall be properly cared for by th's
assoclatlon. will ypu not fccl that you
are relieved to some extent nt least nf
tlic anxiety of depetident old age and
tnat you can rest in peacc and quletude,
awaitlng the call of the Mastcr?

ty-flve dollars (Ro) mohtbly. Durlng- the
year two of our pensloners have passed
away; T. C. Wilklnson. who dicd Novem¬
ber 2S. liKfl; Bowls T. Frayser. who dled
March 3S, JflM.

days were sSothed 'by tho good officCs of
the nssociatlon. Four of oiip lifo mem¬
bers ;<verc also called durlng the pust
year to '.heir eternal homes; Messrs.
Philip Glbson. Ifouc N. Jones. Robert S.
Bosher nnd Virg'nlus Newton.
Thc Intercst manifestcd by theso men

In our assocrtatlon should servo as a
stimulatlng cxumple for others to follow.

Close and Sttibbornly Fought
Foot-Ball Game at Broad
Street Park To-morrow.

Tho foot-ball men wlll begln galhcrlng
in the clty to-day for to-morrow's blg
gamo betwecn the elevens of thc Univer¬
sity of Virginia and thc Vlrglnia Poly¬
technic Instltuto nt Broad Street Park
to-morrow afternoon. The gamo wlll be¬
gln promptly nt 3 P. M. The prlces of
admlssion aro seventy-flve cents to t|ie
north slde llno and the uncovered stands
and ono dollar to thc grand stand. The
namos of the offlclals selocted for thc
game have not been announced, but they
wlll be men of large experien'ce nnd un-

questloned falrness and competency.
Thls will bo tho tlrst time the two

teams havo met slnce October JMth last
year, when Vlrglnia beat thc Polytechnic
cadets 20 to 0. lt wlll be the oniy appear-
anco' here of the Vlrglnia Polytechnic
team thls season. Among the men on tho
cadet team" ls Robins, a Rlchmond boy,
who played a brillia.nt game at end last
year, and MlleS, another Richmonder, wlll
probably plny as end or tackle. The. cadet
line ls composed almost entlrely of vet-
erans ot ls-st season. Captain Wllsori,
Robins, McCulloch, Mlles, Stllcs and
Bewls having played last season on tho
team. Stlckling ls a line new rnaii nt
guard. All the backs are new men on the
team, .but are experienced players. Har-
ris, half back, fonmerly played wlth Phil¬
llps Acadcmy, atExeter, N. H., and ls a
star runncr. Conner and Nuttcr are new
men.
Vlrginia's toam, whlle not as heavy as

that which met the Cariisle team last
Saturday, cmbraccs most of the line men,
and will probably outweigh the cadets.
Branch Johnson, lost year's captain and
star tackle, and Councll. the other tackle
of last year, who played at full back last
Saturday. will not be in thc, game, but
thelr placcs willi be taken by Murphy. a

heavy man, who played guard last Sat-
urday, nnd Yancey, who played half back
at Norfolk. Randolph. who played half
back last year. will take Poljrird's place
at quarter.
